“That the drinking of . « distilled 
spirituous liquors had for some years 
past greatly increased, especially among 
the People of Inferior Rank, and that 
the constant and excessive use thereof 
had-already destroyed thousands of His 
“Majesty's Subjects and rendered great 
Numbers of others unfit for Labour and 
Serviee, debauching at the same time 
their Morals, and driving them into all 
manners of Vices and Wickedness, and 
that the pernicious Liquor was sold not 
only by Distillers and Geneva shops but 
by many other persons of Inferior 
Trades -

the modern bootlegger. In

When cutting and packaging 
meat yourself, sanitation is all- 
important This means clean 
hands, clean operating space, 
tools and wrappings. Meat, 
going into a freezer, must not 
carry a load of bacteria that may 
increase rapidly when the meat 
is taken out and thawed. Bear 
in mind that freezing does. not 
kill all bacteria that can cause 
spoilage. 

In wrapping meat for freezing, 
be sure to have a good contact 
between the surface of the meat 
and the wrapper; air spaces be- 
tween the meat and the wrapper 
promote deterioration 
HOW LONG TO STORE MEAT 

Beef, veal, lamb particularly 
keep well in the freezer for nine 
to 12 months, if properly 
wrapped.and stored. at 0 degrees 
F. or lower. Fresh pork pro- 
ducts are best if kept in the 
freezer not more than six 
months. 

Pork sausage and cured pork 
products, ._ particularly ...sliced 
bacon, are the least satisfactory 
meats for freezing. These should 
not be kept in the freezer longer 
than three months. The salt 
hastens development of rancid- 
ity of the fat and makes 
meat less palatable. 

Beef or lamb should be aged 
from 10-14 days before freezing. 
Veal and pork should be frozen 
as soon as possible after slaugh- 
ter, certainly within a week., If 
the power or equipment breaks 
down, danger of loss is slight. 
Usually loaded freezer can 
survive even a two-day power 
break completely
